RCMP in St. John’s said 
yesterday the remains that 
were found Sunday are 
those of Daniel Edward 
Borden, 26, of Halifax and 
he died as the result of a 
shooting. “This is believed 
to be a homicide,” Sgt. 
Wayne Newell said in an in¬ 


terview yesterday. “We’re 
still trying to piece things 
together.” 

No arrests 
have been 
made in Bor¬ 
den’s death. 
Borden was 
last seen 
March 12 in 
St. John’s.

spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter confirmed the re¬ 
mains were those of Bor¬ 
den, who failed to show up 
for a court appearance in 


Halifax in March. 

Borden was charged in 
connection with the De¬ 
cember 2008 shooting of 
Melvin Jr., a notorious Hali- 
fax-area criminal. 

Police said the charges 
against Borden were up¬ 
graded to conspiracy to 
commit murder from ac- 
cessoiy after the fact for at¬ 
tempted murder. 

Borden’s body was found 
Sunday by a pair of trout 
fishermen on a highway 
between North Harbour 
and Branch. 
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Withholding hundreds of 
documents relating to 
business assistance 
programs upholds the 
“government’s pervasive 
policy of secrecy,” accord¬ 
ing to Nova Scotia auditor 
general Jacques Lapointe. 

In a report released yes¬ 
terday morning, Lapointe 
harshly criticized the NDP 
government for refusing to 
turn over 281 documents 
relating to Nova Scotia 
Business Incorporated and 
the province’s Industrial 
Expansion Fund. 

Lapointe’s office had 
been attempting to audit 
NSBI and the IEF since last 
fall. Lapointe said he was 
forced to halt the audit 
when it became apparent 
the government was not 
willing to turn over the 
files. 

Lapointe said the move 
puts the government in vio¬ 
lation of the Auditor Gener¬ 
al’s Act, criticizing “certain 
decisions made at the sen¬ 
ior levels of government to 
withhold from (his) office a 
large number of docu¬ 
ments related to financial 
assistance programs.” 

“Such a restriction on my 
ability to do my job violates 
the principle that govern¬ 
ment is ultimately account¬ 
able to the legislature,” he 
said. 

According to the NDP 
and NSBI, the information 
withheld was either confi¬ 
dential cabinet documents, 
or else fall under solicitor- 
client privilege.

Finance Minister Graham 
Steele said turning over the 
documents would amount 
to the waiving of privileges, 
potentially opening up con¬ 
fidential information to 
third-party court chal¬ 
lenges — a charge disputed 
by Lapointe. 

But Steele said the law 
clearly states the auditor 
general’s power doesn’t ex¬ 
tend to solicitor-client com¬ 
munications, citing a De¬ 
cember 2000 decision in 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court to that effect. 

“That is the law of the 
province today,” said 
Steele. “And we are puzzled 
by the auditor general’s 
statement to the contrary.” 

Steele, a virulent critic of 
denying access to the audi¬ 
tor general while in opposi¬ 
tion, said the government 
has been in talks with La¬ 
pointe’s office to develop a 
legislative framework for 
turning the documents 
over. He said the legisla¬ 
tion, originally planned for 
the spring session, will be a 
goal for the fall. 

But Steele acknowledged 
the government should 
have acted sooner on the is¬ 
sue. “There’s no question 
that we did make a mis¬ 
take,” he said.

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Beverlee Jayne Russell 
stood silently as she was 
sentenced to a six-year 
federal prison term yester¬ 
day for being impaired be¬ 
hind the wheel and caus¬ 
ing the death of a Cole 
Harbour man and injuring 
several others last 
summer. 

The 54-year-old Cole Har¬ 
bour mother of two was 
emotional at times during 
the three-hour sentencing 
hearing at Dartmouth 
provincial court. 

But when it came time 
for Associate Chief Judge 
Brian Gibson to hand 
down his sentence, Rus¬ 
sell, sporting a purple jack¬ 
et over a white summer 
dress, stood silent and 
looked mostly downward. 

Gibson gave Russell a 
five-year prison term for 
impaired driving causing 
the death of 57-year-old re¬ 
tired teacher Gary Pfinder. 

She was then handed 
concurrent sentences of 
three, two and two years 
for separate counts of im¬ 
paired driving causing bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Gibson added an addi¬ 
tional year of federal 
prison time for failing to 
stop at the scene of the 
first accident. 

Crown attorney Paul 
Carver was asking for a 
prison sentence of eight 
years. Defence lawyer Pat 
Atherton suggested five to 
six years. 

“It was a tragedy that 
shouldn’t have happened,” 
Gibson told the court¬ 
room, adding it was Rus¬ 
sell, and no one else, who 
decided to drink and then 
get behind the wheel.

Recently the Health Pro¬ 
motion and Protection de¬ 
partment evaluated them 
and found 86 per cent of 
students in these schools 
knew of them and more 
than half of those sur¬ 
veyed use them. 

According to the evalua¬ 
tion: 

• 25 per cent of students 
accessing the centres 
wanted to know about sex¬ 
ual health. 

• 16 per cent were looking 


for relationship advice 
such as bullying, 
boyfriend/girlfriend is¬ 
sues, family issues, vio¬ 
lence and abuse. 

• 15 per cent had ques¬ 
tions about emotional 
health issues including 
eating disorders, stress or 
anxiety, depression, and 
self harm or suicidal 
thoughts. 

• 13 per cent had con¬ 
cerns about physical 
health such as physical ac¬ 
tivity, injury or illness, 
and nutritional concerns. 

• 39 per cent had other 
questions about teen par¬ 
enting, racial and cultural 
concerns, housing and 
homelessness, gambling, 


and school. 

“Students are afraid to 
go to hospitals and coun¬ 
selling, especially in such 
a small town where every¬ 
one knows everyone. This 
sadly makes us put our 
health at the bottom of 
our lists,” said Chrissy 
Maine, a Grade 12 student 
at Springhill Junior/Senior 
High School, in a release. 

There are 19 Youth 
Health Centres in the 
HRM including one in 
Citadel high school that al¬ 
so serves five junior high 
schools. 

The province funds 
$800,000 to district health 
authorities to provide 
youth health centres.

NBSI audit has hit a 
wall, Lapointe says

Nova Scotia's auditor gen¬ 
eral said there is no way 
to know if proper financial 
and quality controls are in 
place for over $255 million 
in provincial business as¬ 
sistance programs. 

Auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe halted his of¬ 
fice’s audit into Nova Sco¬ 
tia Business Inc. and the 
cabinet-run Industrial Ex¬ 
pansion Fund after the 
NDP and the NSBI refused 
to turn over close to 300 
documents relating to the 
programs. 

The government cited 
confidentiality of cabinet 
documents and solicitor- 
client privilege as the rea¬ 
son for withholding the 
information. 

In a report released yes¬ 
terday, Lapointe slammed 
government’s decision, 


denying his audit opinion 
— the most severe sanc¬ 
tion available to his office. 

“We do not know what 
information was with¬ 
held, for what reasons, 
what impact it might have 
had on our work,” read 
the report. “This practice 
constitutes an unwarrant¬ 
ed interference with the 
audit process. It repre¬ 
sents poor accountability 
to the House of Assembly.” 

The audit, begun last 
fall, set out to evaluate the 
performance the two pro¬ 
grams, and assess their 
controls over loans, pay¬ 
roll rebates, and other de¬ 
velopment incentives. 

On Oct. 30, after both 
NSBI and the IEF refused 
to turn over all relevant 
files to his office, Lapointe 
wrote to Premier Darrell 
Dexter to request aid. 

According to the report, 
senior management at the 
executive council office re¬ 


sponded to Lapointe’s re¬ 
quest, saying they intend¬ 
ed to find the means to 
provide his office with the 
information. 

Some time later, the ex¬ 
ecutive office told La¬ 
pointe he would not be al¬ 
lowed to view the docu¬ 
ments he requested. 

According to NSBI 
spokeswoman Sarah Levy, 
the organization sought 
out legal advice before re¬ 
sponding to Lapointe’s re¬ 
quest, but left cabinet de¬ 
cisions up to cabinet. 

“Some of the documents 
were reserved under cabi¬ 
net privilege and others 
under solicitor-client priv¬ 
ilege. We consulted with 
legal counsel before mak¬ 
ing our decision on solici¬ 
tor-client privilege,” she 
said. 

“Cabinet privilege, on 
the other hand, belongs to 
cabinet. We deferred to 
executive council on that.” 


AG calls for better oversight of polluted sites 


report Auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe raised red 
flags yesterday about the 
management of contami¬ 
nated sites in the province 
and what he called inade¬ 
quate oversight of the 
mental health system. 

In his latest report, La¬ 
pointe said the Environ¬ 
ment Department needs to 
improve monitoring of pol¬ 
luted sites to ensure risks 
to third parties, human 
health and the environ¬ 
ment are being appropri¬ 
ately addressed. 

“We are concerned that 
there may be sites in the 
province for which unac¬ 
ceptable risks have not 


been properly mitigated,” 
he wrote. 

“We identified sites 
where we believe monitor¬ 
ing activities did not take 
place in a timely manner.” 

Lapointe said in some in¬ 
stances the landowner or 
responsible person was not 
required to assess and ad¬ 
dress applicable risks or 
couldn’t afford the 
cleanup. 

He said at sites where 
cleanup was in progress 
and being monitored, 
there was nothing in place 
to ensure those presenting 
higher risks were given pri¬ 
ority. 

Among his many recom¬ 


mendations Lapointe sug¬ 
gests the Environment De¬ 
partment keep cabinet in¬ 
formed about problem 
sites so the government 
can make informed deci¬ 
sions. 

The auditor general also 
underlined his frustration 
with the Department of 
Health for refusing to hand 
over budget and planning 
documents for review. 

After reviewing mental 
health standards adopted 
in 2003, Lapointe said he 
has yet to see a formal plan 
in place to address areas of 
non-compliance and fund¬ 
ing.

Eco-friendliness lags 
in Canada: Survey 


consumers India’s environ¬ 
mental score rates a glow¬ 
ing green star, but Cana¬ 
da’s is dim in a new poll of 
consumer behaviour 
around the globe. 

While environmentally- 
friendly behaviour has in¬ 
creased in 10 of 17 coun¬ 
tries, said the survey by 
the National Geographic 
Society and the polling 
firm GlobeScan, Ameri¬ 
cans rated last for sustain¬ 
able lifestyles, followed by 
Canadian and French con¬ 
sumers. 

“We measured people’s 
consumption patterns, 
housing, transportation 
habits and the kind of food 
they eat,” said Eric Whan, 
GlobeScan’s director of 
sustainability and environ¬ 
ment in Toronto. 

“Canadians ranked near 
the bottom.” 

And, he said, the envi¬ 
ronmental footprints of In¬ 
dians, who rated top for 
sustainability, and second- 
ranked Brazilians, were far 
smaller than those of 


large-living North Ameri¬ 
cans. The survey included 
China, Mexico, Russia, 
Hungary, Japan, Australia, 
Argentina, South Korea, 
France and Britain. 

Tracking 65 indicators of 
consumption through on¬ 
line questions to 17,000 
consumers worldwide, the 
poll showed that while 
Canadians talk the talk of 
eco-consciousness, they’re 
slow to walk the walk. 

Canadian motor vehicles 
are big and plentiful, it 
found, and households 
have an 83 per cent owner¬ 
ship rate that is 11 points 
higher than the average 
global sample. 

Canadians are among 
the most likely to drive 
large vehicles, and the 
third least likely to walk or 
cycle to their destinations. 

Only 42 per cent of those 
who responded to the poll 
in Canada said they 
walked or cycled, a 12 
point drop from the inter¬ 
national average of 54 per

Bloodbath in Britain 

Dozen killed as cabbie goes on shooting rampage

A taxi driver drove his ve¬ 
hicle on a shooting spree 
across a tranquil stretch of 
northwest England yester¬ 
day, methodically killing 
12 people and wounding 
25 others before turning 
the gun on himself, 
officials said. 

The rampage in the coun¬ 
ty of Cumbria was Britain’s 
deadliest mass shooting 
since 1996 and it jolted a 
country where handguns 
are banned and multiple 
shootings rare. The body of 
the suspected gunman, 52- 
year-old Derrick Bird, was 
found in woods near Boot, a 
hamlet popular with hikers 
and vacationers in Eng¬ 
land’s hilly, scenic Lake Dis¬ 
trict. Police said two 
weapons were recovered 
from the scene. Eight of the 
wounded were in the hospi¬ 
tal, with three of them in 
critical condition. Queen 
Elizabeth II, who rarely is¬ 
sues statements responding 
to the news, said she shared 
in “the grief and horror of 
the whole country” and 
passed on her sympathy to 
the families of the victims. 

Peter Leder, a taxi driver 
who knew Bird, said he had 
seen the gunman Tuesday 
and didn’t notice anything 
that was obviously amiss. 


But he was struck by Bird’s 
departing words. 

“When he left he said, 
‘See you Peter, but I won’t 
see you again,”’ Leder told 
Channel 4 News. 

The first shootings were 
reported in the coastal 
town of Whitehaven, about 
560 kilometres northwest 
of London. Witnesses said 
the dead there included 
two of Bird’s fellow cabbies. 


Police warned residents 
to stay indoors as they 
tracked the gunman’s 
progress across the county. 
Witnesses described seeing 
the gunman driving around 
shooting from the window 
of his car. Victims died in 
Seascale and Egremont, 
near Whitehaven, and in 
Gosforth, where a farmer’s 
son was shot dead in a field. 
Workers at the nearby Sell- 


afield nuclear processing 
plant were ordered to stay 
inside while the gunman 
was on the loose. 

Police said there were 30 
separate crime scenes. 
Many bodies remained on 
the ground late yesterday, 
covered with sheets, await¬ 
ing the region’s small and 
overstretched force of 
forensic officers. 
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French media baron goes on trial 


Jacko’s hometown 
to build museum 

Indiana Work could begin 
next year on a $300- 
million US museum and 
arts centre dedicated to 
Michael Jackson in his 
hometown, his father and 
Gary, Indiana, officials an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The late singer last visit¬ 
ed Gary in 2003 to talk 
about the project, but no 
progress was made on it 
before his death last year. 
His father, Joe Jackson, 
said yesterday that he was 
“just carrying out his lega¬ 
cy” by getting involved. 

After years of promises 
about the project but no 
action, residents of the 
problem-ridden city were 
cautiously optimistic. 

People said they were 
hopeful because the 
announcement was the 
furthest along the project 
has ever come, with the 
city’s donation of 300 
acres of land. 
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Paris The once-jetsetting 
Jean-Marie Messier, who 
transformed a stodgy water 
company into media giant 
Vivendi Universal, went on 
trial in Paris yesterday on 
charges he misled investors 
about the company’s health 
as it took on billions of dol¬ 
lars of debt and neared 
bankruptcy. 

Messier is on trial with 
six others, including Ameri¬ 
can Edgar Bronfman Jr., a 
former top Vivendi execu¬ 
tive and now CEO of Warn¬ 
er Music Group. Messier 
could face up to five years 
in prison and 350,000 euros 
in fines if convicted. 

In the courtroom, 
Messier showed contrition 
and admitted to mistakes 
— but insisted that his 
strategic decisions were 
made in the interest of the 
company. 

“Did we make errors in 
strategy? Yes, without a 
doubt. As director, I take re-

sponsibility for them,” he 
said, acknowledging a fail¬ 
ure to anticipate technolog¬ 
ical troubles in the media 
world. 

Messier, once the golden 
boy of French business, said 
he gained in 2002 a reputa¬ 
tion for “an excess of provo¬ 
cation.” 

That was a reference to 
his quip that France's “cul¬ 
tural exception” was dead, 
which inflamed many high¬ 


brow French artists and in¬ 
tellectuals. 

The trial is Act Two in the 
courtroom drama for 
Vivendi, after a similar trial 
in New York. 

The U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan ruled in January 
against Vivendi SA and in 
favour of U.S. and European 
shareholders who said the 
media group lied to the 
public about its shaky fi¬ 
nances. The court ruled 
that Messier himself was 
not liable. 

In the French case, Viven¬ 
di SA is itself one of the 
plaintiffs, alongside share¬ 
holders. 

The French investigation 
began in 2002. Investiga¬ 
tors looked into sharehold¬ 
er accusations that the 
company published false 
balance sheets for the fiscal 
years 2000 and 2001 and is¬ 
sued deceptive information 
about its forecasts. 
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Israel drops plans to 
prosecute activists 


middle east In an attempt 
to limit the diplomatic 
damage from its deadly 
raid on a Gaza-bound aid 
flotilla, Israel dropped 
plans yesterday to prose¬ 
cute dozens of pro-Palestin¬ 
ian activists, opting instead 
to deport them all immedi¬ 
ately. 

The stunning reversal 
came as Israel faced in¬ 
creasingly sharp interna¬ 
tional condemnation for 
Monday’s high-seas raid 
that ended when Israeli 
commandos killed nine ac¬ 
tivists.

sor of the flotilla. 


Sent home 

• Israel said five planes had 
taken off for Turkey and 
Greece, carrying 503 
activists from the Gaza 
flotilla and bodies of nine 
people killed in the Israeli 
raid. Interior Ministry 
spokeswoman Sabine Had¬ 
dad said one more plane 
was due to take off last 
night with the rest of the 
activists. 

Israel is anxious to patch 
up ties with Turkey be¬ 
cause it is the Jewish state’s 
most important Muslim al¬ 
ly. At least four of the nine 
killed were Turkish and the 
ship Israel attacked was 
Turkish. Israel ordered fam¬ 
ilies of its diplomats out of 
that country a day after 
Ankara branded the raid a 
“massacre.” 

Turkish lawmakers con¬ 
tinued to express their out¬ 
rage yesterday, calling on 
their government to review 
its political, military and 
economic ties with Israel.

oil spill The BP oil slick 
drifted perilously close to 
the Florida Panhandle’s fa¬ 
mous sugar-white beaches 
yesterday as a risky gam¬ 
bit to contain the leak by 
shearing off the well pipe 
ran into trouble a mile un¬ 
der the sea when the dia¬ 
mond-tipped saw became 
stuck. 

BP says it was about 
halfway done slicing 
through the pipe when 
the diamond-tipped saw 
snagged. 

The company said last 
night that it took 12 hours 
to free the saw and that 
preparations were under¬ 
way to resume cutting. 

The plan is to fit 
a cap on the 
blown-out well 
at the bottom 
of the Gulf of 
Mexico to cap¬ 
ture most of the 
spewing oil; the 
twisted, broken pipe 
had to be sliced first to al¬ 
low a snug fit. 

“I don’t think the issue 
is whether or not we can 


make the second cut. It’s 
about how fine we can 
make it, how smooth we 
can make it,” said Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen, 
the governmen’s point 
man for the crisis. 

Allen said more staff, 
boats and helicopters 
were sent to the eastern 
Gulf Coast as the slick 
spread. 

The boats will help skim 
oil and add more protec¬ 
tive boom to collect it. 
Four helicopters would 
help skimmers spot 
threatening oil. 

Forecasters said the oil 
would probably wash up 
by Friday.

Halifax's Burke leaves strong impression on scouts

shines the brightest, most 
athletes want to be at their 
best. Taylor Burke didn’t 
have that luxury. 

With scouts swarming 
the Atlantic major midget 
hockey championships in 
Tantallon in March to eval¬ 
uate top QMJHL draft 
prospects, the 15-year-old 
west-end Halifax native 
found himself dealing 
with an unpleasant medial 
collateral ligament sprain. 

Not good timing. 

“I played through it,” he 
said, “ft affected my play a 
little bit, but I didn’t want 
to let my team down. I 
wanted to do whatever I 
could to help the team out 
and help us win.” 

Burke was sixth in Nova 
Scotia Major Midget Hock¬ 
ey League scoring in the 
regular season with 21 
goals and 32 assists for 53 
points in 34 games with 
Cole Harbour. He then 
bulled his way to the top of 
scouting lists by adding 12 
points in 10 playoff games 
en route to a champi¬ 
onship. 

But at Atlantics, he pro¬ 
duced just a goal and an as¬ 


sist in five games. It didn’t 
turn many heads, but it 
was a gutsy showing. The 
good news? It didn’t hurt 
him much. 

The six-foot-one, 196- 
pound west-end Halifax 
native is the highest- 
ranked Nova Scotian for 
Saturday’s QMJHL draft at 
sixth overall. 

“He proved to us he can 
play in the league right 
away and step up and have 


a big impact,” said Central 
Scouting’s Patrick Char- 
bonneau. “He’s a strong 
kid, likes to go to the net, 
scores most of his goals 
close to the goalie and he’s 
not scared to finish a 
check and play in traffic.” 

One scout likened Burke 
to a young James Shep¬ 
pard, a former first overall 
pick who starred with the 
Cape Breton Screaming Ea¬ 
gles. 


But if Burke wants to be 
the junior player Sheppard 
was, skating is one area 
he’ll need to touch up. Just 
like Sheppard did a half¬ 
decade ago. 

“It’s harder for bigger 
guys to have same the 
speed, quickness and agili¬ 
ty as the smaller guys, but 
you can work on it and get 
better at it,” Burke said, “ft 
can take you to the next 
level if you do.”

Twice, the Philadelphia 
Flyers needed video 
replay to decide if a goal 
counted. 

One did, one didn’t. 

Claude Giroux didn’t 
need the officials to check 
his winner. 

Giroux scored 5:59 into 
overtime to give the Flyers 
a 4-3 overtime victory over 
Chicago in Game 3 of the 
Stanley Cup finals last 
night, cutting the Black¬ 
hawks’ series lead to 2-1. 

Game 4 is Friday night 
in Philadelphia. 

Giroux scored on a de¬ 
flection off Matt Carle’s 
pass, beating Antti Niemi 
to decide the third straight 
one-goal game in the se¬ 
ries. 

The Blackhawks, trying 
to win their first Stanley 
Cup title since 1961, 
snapped a seven-game 
winning streak and a sev¬ 
en-game road winning 




streak. 

Giroux ended the game 
moments after Simon 
Gagne thought he scored 
the winner, only to have 
replay officials rule the 
puck didn’t cross the goal 
line. 

The game kept going — 
but not for long. 

It was the second time 
replay was needed to de¬ 
termine a Flyers’ goal. 
They went 1 for 2 — but, 
oh, how huge that one was 
for the Flyers in their first 
Stanley Cup home game 
since 1997. 

Scott Hartnell had a no¬ 
goal overturned by replay 
to spark the Flyers to their 
first Cup win since 1987. 
Danny Briere and Ville 
Leino also scored for the 
Flyers, helping them win a 
game they desperately 
needed to avoid their sec¬ 
ond 3-0 hole of the play¬ 
offs.

The Flyers were the ben¬ 
eficiary of replay to win 
this one. 

The Flyers heard the 
goal horn twice on one 
goal midway through the 
second period to go up 2-1. 

Chris Pronger’s power- 
play slap shot was deflect¬ 
ed by Hartnell, trickled 
through Niemi and eked 
past the red line. Black¬ 
hawks defenceman Niklas 
Hjalmarsson diving stab at 
the puck cleared it back 
onto the nice as the goal 
horn sounded. 

Flyers fans were irate 
over the blown call as play 
continued for another 
1:42 even as the red light 
spun like a siren light. 

When play stopped, offi¬ 
cials reviewed the play. 
Flyers fans howled in de¬ 
light and coach Peter Lavi- 
olette watched stern-faced 
as numerous replays on 
the big screen showed, in 
fact, the goal was good. 

Referee Bill McCreary 
skated on the ice and de¬ 
clared, “Upon further re¬ 
view, we have a good

Bryant, Pierce 
aiming for 
banner years 

nba When Kobe Bryant 
joined the Lakers and Paul 
Pierce landed with the 
Celtics in the late 1990s, 
they both learned most of 
what they needed to know 
about their franchises’ his¬ 
tories and expectations sim¬ 
ply by looking at the forests 
of fabric high above the 
court. 

These teams only hang 
banners for 

championships, and they’re 
usually in big groups. 

Multiple titles are the on¬ 
ly metric of success, the on¬ 
ly validation still 
interesting to Bryant and 
Pierce. Bryant is trying to 
accomplish the rarest of 
NBA feats for the second 
time in his career, while 
Pierce’s Celtics get their 
first chance when the NBA 
finals begin tonight at Sta¬ 
ples Center. 

“It’s going to mean every¬ 
thing for my career because 
a lot of guys have won one, 
and not many have won a 
couple,” Pierce said yester¬ 
day before Boston practised 
at Staples Center. 

Pro basketball’s most suc¬ 
cessful franchises are 
together in the NBA finals 
for the second time in three 
years and the 12th time 
overall. These teams will 
have won 33 of the league’s 
64 titles when they finish a 
potentially fascinating 
series with plenty of mod¬ 
em subplots. 

“We’re always focused on 
winning a championship,” 
Bryant said. “And when you 
do it, you want to do it 
again and again.”

“I guess it’s a redundant 
story with me,” she said. “It 
was my match, and I lost 
it.” 

The upset was the second 
in a row for the No. 7-seed- 
ed Stosur, and surprises 


keep coming at Roland Gar¬ 
ros. 

Four-time champion 
Rafael Nadal defied the 
trend, beating No. 19 Nico¬ 
las Almagro 7-6 (2), 7-6 (3), 6- 
4 in an all-Spanish quarter¬ 
final. But No. 3 Novak 
Djolcovic lost to Jurgen 
Melzer, who earned his first 
Grand Slam semifinal berth 
at age 29 by rallying to win 
3-6, 2-6, 6-2, 7-6 (3), 6-4. 

On Monday, Stosur ended 
four-time champion Justine 
Henin’s Roland Garros win¬ 
ning streak at 24 matches 
in the fourth round. On 
Tuesday, top-ranked Roger 


Federer lost to Robin Soder- 
ling. 

Then Williams made her 
exit, with stretches of bril¬ 
liant tennis by Stosur has¬ 
tening the departure. The 
Australian, long regarded as 
a doubles specialist, used 
her forceful forehand to 
build a lead, winning 17 
consecutive points during 
one stretch. 

Williams mounted one of 
her patented comebacks, 
and as the tension built in 
an error-filled third set, she 
needed only one point in 
the 10 th game for the victo¬ 
ry.

What energy crisis? 

Nilclas and Louise Scott 
run their dishwasher 
daily, watch movies on a 
72-inch screen and 
walk on heated floors. 
But soaring energy prices 
are no concern for them. 
In fact, they are not 
even connected to the 
grid. 

After years of planning 
and experimenting with 
solar panels in their previ¬ 
ous home, the Swedish 
couple decided to go all 
the way last year. 

“When we told our 
friends about it, most of 
them thought we would 
fail miserably,” Nilclas 
said. 

But the self-sufficient 
house stood ready in Sep¬ 
tember last year. It is built 
with super insulated, ro¬ 
dent-repellent foam glass 
from recycled bottles. 

Later that year, Swe¬ 
den’s coldest winter for 
50 years arrived. 

Nilclas said it was a per¬ 
fect test and added: “We 
made it through and we 
didn’t even have the wind 
power station up.” 

The money the couple 
saved from not connect¬ 
ing to the grid was invest¬ 
ed in just over 400 square 
feet of rooftop solar pan¬ 
els. In the unlikely event 
of a total solar eclipse 
combined with a total 
lack of wind, a room full 
of batteries will keep 
everything running for 
two weeks. 

Nilclas said: “On a sunny 
summer day the house 
will produce 10 times 
more energy than it 
needs. I’m thinking of in¬ 
stalling air conditioning 
this summer.” 

Now he measures every 
watt that leaves or comes 
into the house (the family 
cats Hampus and Razmus 
each generate 20 watts of 
energy per hour with 
their body heat) and plans 
to harvest water coming 
down the waterspout with 
a mini-powerplant 

that can charge a laptop 
during a downpour.

The Green Day edition of Rock Band is out next Tuesday. 


With a hit Broadway show 
and now their own edition 
of the Rock Band 
franchise, Green Day is es¬ 
tablishing themselves as a 
punk rock brand. 

“I just like being diverse 
and trying new things as 
far as Green Day is con¬ 
cerned,” says frontman Bil¬ 
lie Joe Armstrong. 


The Grammy-winning, 
multiplatinum trio joins 
the Beatles as the only oth¬ 
er act immortalized in 
Rock Band; the video game 
is being released next Tues¬ 
day. “It’s like a glorified 
karaoke machine,” Arm¬ 
strong said. “Or Mortal 
Kombat with guitars.” 

As players progress 


through the game, they 
gain access into the band’s 
media vault, where they 
can unlock rare collectible 
images, and over 40 min¬ 
utes of unreleased video. 
These include performanc¬ 
es, outtakes, interviews, 
and even a tour of their 
transportation. 

“You see old footage of 
us from the Bookmobile, 
and weird old performanc¬ 
es and stuff no one’s 
looked at in almost twenty 
years,” Armstrong said. 

Bits from those old per¬ 
formances help recreate the 
kinetic energy of the band 
playing live.

Charlie Sheen has reached 
an agreement with 
authorities in Colorado 
over domestic violence al¬ 
legations involving the ac¬ 
tor's wife, a prosecutor 
said yesterday. 

The agreement was con¬ 
firmed by Chief Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Arnold Mord- 
kin, who declined to dis¬ 
close details. 

Sheen has pleaded not 
guilty to menacing, crimi¬ 
nal mischief and assault 
charges stemming from an 
argument with his wife, 
Brooke Mueller Sheen, on 
Christmas Day at an Aspen 
home where they were on 
vacation. 

The most serious charge 
is menacing, a felony that 
carries a maximum three- 
year prison sentence. 

Sheen’s attorney Richard 
Cummins did not immedi¬ 
ately return phone mes¬ 
sages seeking comment. 

Sheen is scheduled to be 
in court Monday for a dis¬ 
position hearing. His trial 
had been scheduled for Ju¬ 
ly 21. 

Cummins had sought to 
have statements thrown 
out that the Two and a Half 
Men actor made to police 
investigating the case. 
Cummins argued that an 
officer questioned Sheen in 
the basement of a house 
without advising him of his 
right to remain silent. 

Charlie Sheen denied 
threatening or hitting his 
wife but told police that he 


broke two pairs of her eye¬ 
glasses in front of her. 

A police officer’s arrest 
affidavit quoted Brooke 
Sheen as saying the actor 
pinned her on a bed while 
holding a knife to her 
throat and making a 
threat. 

An an audio recording of 
a police emergency call, a 
woman who identifies her¬ 


self as Brooke tells the dis¬ 
patcher, “I thought I was 
gonna die for one hour.” 

Brooke Sheen’s attorney, 
Yale Galanter, previously 
said that Brooke Sheen had 
asked prosecutors to drop 
the case. 

Galanter did not immedi¬ 
ately return a message left 
by The Associated Press.

Montreal inspires Ladies of the Canyon on Haunted Woman

Architecture, artistic com¬ 
munities, libation- 
induced revelry... 
Montreal, holds a great 
deal of reverence for 
many things. But it’s not 
exactly the first place one 
would look to glean infor¬ 
mation on country music’s 
latest rising stars. 

However, that’s exactly 
what’s happening; Cana¬ 
da’s Sin City is becoming 
renowned for fostering a 
thriving country scene, 
spearheaded by Ladies of 
the Canyon, a fresh-faced 
quartet comprised of 
twangy divas Maia Davies 
(vocals, keyboards, guitar), 


Senja Sargeant (vocals, 
guitar, mandolin), Jas¬ 
mine Bleile (vocals, guitar) 
and Anna Ruddiclc (vocals, 
bass). 

Still, Davies says Quebec 
is not the nail by which 
their 10-gallon hats are 
hung. 

“Music is borderless and 
very accepting,” she states 
bluntly. “I don’t think it 
matters that our music is¬ 
n’t from a traditional 
country music birthplace 
because people just love to 
share in this. It doesn’t 
matter where you’re born 
as long as your love of mu¬ 
sic is sincere. We’re glad to 
be a part of that and peo¬ 
ple have been incredibly 
supportive.” 

Davies’ modesty is quite 


the understatement. What 
she mildly refers to as sup¬ 
port has actually been a 
rumbling tide of ravenous 
fans chomping at the bit 
for Ladies of the Canyon’s 
debut Haunted Woman, 
which was released this 
week. Blending elements 
of rock, roots and country 
via influences such as Bob 
Dylan, Fleetwood Mac and 
The Eagles, Haunted 
Woman appeals to many 
tastes. Not bad for a group 
that came together almost 
by accident. 

“We never really thought 
we were starting a band,” 
Davies admits. “It just kind 
of happened. The four of us 
were working at two differ¬ 
ent bars and met because 
of the great band scene. 


We’d be playing open 
stages and met showing up 
at each others’ shows/bars. 
We just started jamming, 
became friends and had a 


jam night at one house 
every week.” 

After years of struggling 
independently, the collec¬ 
tive that is Ladies of the 


Canyon has been effort¬ 
lessly successful in a decid¬ 
edly short amount of time. 
Their debut single Follow 
Me Down is already chart¬ 
ing across the nation. 

Davies contemplates the 
strange ease that perme¬ 
ates Ladies of the Canyon’s 
efforts, relegating their ap¬ 
peal to a fine mix of musi¬ 
cal diversity. 

“We’re definitely fans of 
country but we’re not just 
one style of music. Instead 
of forcing one word on us, 
I embrace that diversity. 
We’re four people with so 
many influences between 
us, that’s a huge part of 
what makes our sound 
what it is. We’ve had to go 
head-to-head and mesh 
our influences.”

The accompanying aspara¬ 
gus and carrots are cooked 
perfectly. 

Rib Eye of Beef ($25), a 
10-oz cut of AAA Angus 
beef, is medium rare as re¬ 
quested and absolutely de¬ 
licious, with sauteed 
onions and mushroom 
sauce on top. The potato 
galette is almost too salty 
to eat. 

The dishes are beautiful¬ 
ly presented, but less salt 
would be an appreciated 
trend.

3 tbsp cider vinegar
